county Jail. After her inspection of this 
institution she delivered a lecture in the 
First Congregational Church, in which 
she stated that It was the most sanitary 
and best arranged Jail that she had vis- 
ited In the United States.

Success of Seattle Fair. 


The Seattle Fair clos'ed its gates permanently 


last Saturday. It was opened* June 1 and during 
the four and one-half months 3,740,551 persons 
passed the turnstiles, of whom 2,765,683 paid the 
admission fee, the remaining 974,868 passing-in- 
side the enclosure free. • 


The Ala ska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition has es- 


tablished a new financial record for sectional 'and 
world's fairs on the American continent. 
With 


the single exception of the San Francisco Mid- 
winter Fair of 1893, all of the expositions held in 
the United States from the Centennial Exposition 
of Philadelphia to the time of the opening of the 
Seattle fair were signal financial failures, although 
receiving in most, if not in every instance, Con- 
gressional aid. The Mid-winter^air was not sub- 
sidized and when its affairs were wound up was 
credited with having a surplus of approximately 
$40,000. Thus, as a financial success,-it held the 
record among American expositions. 
Now it 


must yield the palm to the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition which has been so admirably man; 
aged and exploited and so well patronized by the 
people of the entire country and neighboring Can- 
adian provinces that, despite a systematic attempt 
made by the turnstile keepers during the closing 
days to loot the receipts which was discovered in 
time to prevent serious loss, its career closed with 
an estimated profit of $200,000 which will be di- 
vided pro rata among the stpckholders. 


But the greater benefit which Seattle derived 


from the exposition was the immense amount of 
free advertising it received before the gates were 
opened to visitors and afterwards, during the time 
it remained open, and the enormous revenues 
which all classes in the community derived from 
the influx of visitors from all parts of the conti- 
nent. These results are permanent benefits, the 
wholesome effects of which will be experienced 
indefinitely in the years to come. The exposition 
had the further effect of directing the civilized 
world's attention to the wonderfully rich and va- 
ried resources of the western and northwestern 
sections of the continent and diverting much cap- 
ital from the Eastern States and from abroad for 
their exploration and development. 


Poor Messina, which was more completely de- 


stroyed last November by the rock of the earth- 
quake and fire, dnes not apparently stand any 
show of being rehabilitated, for the earth's crust 
under the city's foundation continues to give signs 
of its instability. 
It has suffered many severe 


shakings since the" calamity which originally over- 
whelmed it, the latest occurring on Saturday eve- 
ning. Every recurring earthquake has added more 
or less to the wreckage of the great earthquake 
which laid it almost entirely in ruins and devas- 
tated the whole countryside on the Calabrian 
province on the northern side of the strait of Mes- 
sina. 


Nicaragua is in the throes of one of its period- 


ical revolutions and it may need United States in- 
tervention to restore order and peace in the uneasy 
and quarrelsome republic. 


Cotton Growing in California. 


For the first time in the history of California 


an experiment in the raising of caJton has proved 
a complete success. It has remajaed for the Im- 
perial valley which has been vipested from the 
barren Colorado desert during the past few years 
SK& turned into a region of wonderful fertility and j 
•yricultural productiveness to demonstrate that 
cotton-growing ib an industry which can be profit- 
ably conducted in this State. 
Fifteen hundred 


acres in the valley planted with cotton in the 
neighborhood of El Centro ha\ e produced a ,good 
crop. At the latter place a gin has been erected 
which has begun to prepare this crop for market. 
The cotton is said to be of a high grade and the 
yield is from one bale to one and one-half bales 
to the acre. Up to date all of the cotton u^ed in 
manufacturing on this coast has been drawn from 
the Southern States and has had to bear the bur- 
den of railroad transportation nearly three thou- 
sand niPes. But the market for California grown 
•cotton is not restricted to the manufactories of the 
Pacific Coast. Japan has, of late years, been a 
large importer of raw cotton -\\hiuh has been 
drawn from the Gulf Cotton States and most of it 
transported in a round about \\ay by rail to Seat- 
tle and there trans-shipped across the Pacific. If 
the cotton-growing industry, therefore, develops 
on a large scale in this State, it oti^ht to be able 
to compete 
successfully 
against the Southern 


1 States in supplying the Japanese market.

The example set by the property owners on 


Harrison street, above Fourteenth, is one that 
could be followed to great advantage by property 
owners on the other principal residence streets. 
That section of Harrison street is being paved 
with asphalt at the voluntary instance of the prop- 
erty owners residing on it. They organized and ap- 
pointed a committee to obtain estimates of cost 
and canvass for signatures to the petition for the 
proposed improvement. Every detail of cost and 
other conditions was laid before the property own- 
ers before a contract was let. In this way unan- 
mity of action was secured, and a pavement of the 
best pattern is being laid at moderate cost. 
The 


work is being done thoroughly and expeditiously, 
and when it is completed Harrison street from 
Fourteenth to the junction with the boulevard will 
be one of the best paved streets in the city. 
It 


would be a good idea for the residents on other 
thoroughfares to do likewise. By following the 
example set on. Harrison street the city will be 
beautified and improved at a much more rapid 
rate than if the people immediately interested 
\\ ait for official action instead of taking the ini- 
tiative and going ahead on their own account in a 
business-like manner. 


Although Los Angeles is already carrying a big 


bonded indebtedness contracted for the construc- 
tion of public works of gigantic proportions, it is 
demonstrating its total fearlessness about still fur- 
ther increasing it, for on the 26th of January, 1910, 
the people of that city will be invited, if present 
plans mature, to authorize an additional indebted- 
ness of $0,500,000, $3,000,000 of which is to consti- 
tute the first installment of the $10,000,000 which 
it pledged itself to Wilmington and San Pedro 
that it would spend in ten years on harbor im- 
provements in return for their consent to annex, 
and $3,300,000 for the construction of a hydro elec- 
tric power plant on the line of the Owens ri\ er 
aqueduct which is now in course of construction. 
Los Angeles is setting an inspiring example in 
progressiveness to Oakland which will doubtless 
emulate it by casting an overwhelming vote at the 
forthcoming bond election in favor of the incur- 
ring of a bonded indebtedness of less than $4.000,- 
000 for the improvement of its water front to meet 
the urgent demands of its growing commerce and 
the erection of a new city hall which will be a credit 
to a municipality with a population, of a quarter of 
a million..

| OLD AGE AND IDLENESS 


The most ancient a,nd honorable means 


of travel Is by the highway, and writers 
on China extol the splondld roads built 
by earlier dynasties. 
So far aa I can 


learn, however, there is not, outside the 
neighborhood of the large cities, a single 
main road which could pass the Inspec- 
tion of so easily convinced an expert as, 
say, a county commissioner In Pennsyl- 
vania, In tho 800-mile stretch from Pekin 
to Hankow, the railway does not cross a 
single wagon road, equal to the trails of 
southern Texas. Chinese farmpra have a 
way of enlarging their fields by digging 
into the Bides of any roads that may be 
made; and most of the highways that you 
see are gu]led tracks, sometimes winding 
arrnas titled fields In a new course each 
year. Then* aie many small stone bridges 
and a few of considerable span. 


Wheeled traffic in many parts of China 


knows no wider rango than a wheeMmr- 
row track. North and central China have 
tho two-wheeled cart of a strength and

It appears that the average 
life of these officers ^after retirement Is 
six years. 


Yet army and navy officer* are well 


prepared to pass with ease the,allotted 
threescore years and ten. Theirs has been 
the freedom of the plains and the open 
sea, with plenty of exercise, and that 
absence o* luxury that undermines the 
physique. 
They are grizzled and hearty 


when they retire, and could furnish a 
merry tussle for many a younger man 
following the career of a civilian. 


But the retired officer has absolutely 


nothing to do. After an active life of 40 
years In service he I* (helved at an age 
where he is beyond the taking up of the 
duties which the civilian callings offer. 
He Is settled at home on his retired pay. 
and there finds nothing to do other than 
tweedle his thumbs. This occupation Is a 
poor climax for an active life. 
It has 


many of the mental and physical disad- 
vantages that are faced by prisoners who 
are confined In Idleness.

The case, the first one In tha history 
of Berkeley, came up when Inspector Bull 
reported that H. C. Swanson. of Swanson 
brothers, 
contractors 
of 2011 Parker 
street, wanted $7 returned, which they 
paid for a permit for the erection of a 
house at Woolsey • and Benvenue avenue. 
Bull has leave of the Council to refund 
the coin but the city fathers very quickly 
figured it out that the city treasury was 
entitled to $2 of the money and promptly 
made out a voucher for $5 refund. 
The house, which will be a 2-story 
&-room structure, occupying a unique 
position on the city line between Oakland 
and Berkeley, is being built by Swanson 
brothers for Mrs Kate Spencer of 2240 
Dwigrht way. A Merrill Bowser of Oak- 
land is the architect. 
The dwelling will 
cost $3500. 
The council this morning revoked the 
old contract made tov the old Board of 
Trustees and George Schmidt for the In-

wore reducing the water rates to all, when as a matter of fact they gave 
the Peoples Water Co the privilege of Installing maters on premises 
where the flat rate exceeded $1.55 and charging accordingly.

I feel, therefore, that the records of the Peoples Water 


Co for'the period commencing July 1st and ending Dec. 31st, should be 
carefully watched, and an accurate account be kept of every residence 
meter and that the Peoples Water Co. should agree to return the excess 
over flat rates collected pro rata to all consumers compelled to pay ex- 
cessive amounts. 
I do not think that the people have been treated fairly In this matter. 
Whv four-fifths of consumers should enjov a flat rate with a reduc- 


tion of 5 per cent and one-fifth should be raised on a meter basis is be- 
vond me and I question its .legality 
" The officials, of the water company claim that they are losing money 
under this meter sj stem. 
If so, why do they not exercise their preroga- 


tive under the ordinance and charge, the regular flat rate for the six 
months ending Dei,- 31, '09, at least. Then bj concise calculations tha 
Council can agree upon an equitable rate fair to all.

Gross Revenues. 


There Is a certain amount of gross rev- 
enue to be raised by the Water Company, 
through the medium of water rates, both 
flat and meter. At present part is raised 
bv flat rate^ and part by meter rates. By- 
placing practically all services and con- 
sumers upon a meter rate basis it will be 
possible to determine whether the present 
meter rates produce such a gross revenue 
as will Justify a reduction. In the light 
of present experience the meter Is the only 
equitable basis of a charge for water. 
Whether a distinction In the rate should 
be made for purely domestic purpo»«*s as 
against water used for lawn, sprinkling 
and manufacturing purposes. Is an eco- 
nomic question which can hest be deter- 
mined when the record of the present 
meter charges will have been submitted to 
the test of time. 


Consumption of Water. 


The consumption of the Oakland Divis- 
ion of the Peoples Water Company was 
109 gallons per capita dally for the year 
1908 (records of Peoples Water Company). 
This can readily be reduced to 65 gallons 
per canlta daily by metering without cur- 
tailing the legitimate use of water. The 
Berkeley Division, having: all of its ser- 
vices metered, used 50 gallons per capita 
dally for the year 1908; and the A l t t _ 
Division, having all of its services me- 
tered, used 46 gallons per capita dally for 
the same vear. 
With *he consumption per capita at 65 
gallons dally it will render available at 
least 33 per cent more water, which Is 
tantamont to an Increase of 33 per cent, 
after leaks In street mains are deducted, 
In the present water supply of the Oak- 
land DKIslon without any additional ex- 
penditures save meters.

Check Meter vs. Meter. 


As there has been considerable misun-

01 able Bodv there existed a clause permit- 
ting the Water Company to Install a meter 
upon a service plpo which was supplying 
a premises under a flat rate. This meter 
was Installed for the purpose of measuring 
the water used on the premises to check 
waste or excessive use, and whenever the 
quantity of water thus used upon the 
premises ejcceeded by 60 per cent the 
quantity which at meter rates would 
amount to the flat rate, then such excess 
was charged for bv the Water Company. 
For Instance, a flat rate for premises was 
$4 50 per month under the 1908-09 ordi- 
nance. At pietcr rates this would entitle 
It to 1700 cubic feet of water Before any-

When tho "educated" chim- 
panzee-, as Owner Joseph McArdle calls 
him. had finished the ordeal of tests. Dr. 
Wltmer- said: 


"This chimpanzee shows much more 


Intelligence than many children I have 
had before me for examination. It seems 
to me he lias come to a point now where 
he needs to be educated rather than 
trained,
